PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 5 (AP). 


-~Leaders of the five-day strike | 


which has paralyzed Philadelphia’s 
transportation system ordered 
their followers back to work to- 
night in obedience to an Army 
ultimatum. 

The back-to-work order was is- 
sued in a broadcast which radio 
station WCAU said was author- 
ized by James H. McMenamin, 
chairman of the strikers‘ “general 
emergency committee,” a few 
minutes before McMenamin was 
arrested on a charge of violating 
the Smith-Connally Act. 

Within an hour, strikers as- 
sembled at the car barn which 
had served as strike headquarters, 
began signing up to resume their 
reguiar runs. The first five to 
sign were members of the strike 


committee, who broke the news to 
the men.

Those who report and 
later leave their jobs will likewise 
be dropped from the rolls unless 
they present a doctor's certificate. 


WMC Announcement, 


The policy of the War Man- 
power Commission toward the 
employes who failed tg return to 
work at the scheduled time is set 
forth in the following announce- 
ment by Frank L. McNamee, 
regional director of the War Man- 
power Commission: 

“It is a violation of War 
Manpower regulations for any 
employer to hire an employe of 
the Philadelphia Transportation 
Co. and all the sanctions and 
penalties of the War Manpower 
Commission will be directed 
against any violators. New ac- 
quisitions to payrolls are being 
currently investigated for any 
violation. 


“The War Manpower Commis- 
sion will not refer. to any other 
job any Philadelphia Transport- 
tion Co. worker who refuses to

DEADLIER THAN TNT, 
IN ROCKET PROJECTILES 


WASHINGTON, 
Aug. 5 (AP). 


SUPER explosive called 
A pentolite, 20 per cent more 

powerful than TNT, is be- 
ing used in rocket projectiles. 
Maj. Gen. L. H. Campbell, chief 
of Army Ordnance, announcing 
this today, said that a “small 
quantity of this explosive” will 
penetrate five feet of rein- 
forced concrete. 

Besides providing “terrific 
punch” for bazooka ammuni- 
tion and other rocket projec- 
tiles, the Army added, pentolite 
also is employed in rifle 
grenades, anti-tank explosives, 
certain types of artillery shells, 
for demolition work and for 
clearing wrecked harbors. 

Known since 1891 the ex- 
plosive was too sensitive to 
frictign to manufacture. 
Ordnant® experts have found a 
way to_mix it with TNT and 


produce safely enlarged quan- 
tities.

35 miles of the port. 


Last unofficial reports had put 
these forces 75 miles away. Since 
taking Avranches on Monday, the

speed of 27 miles a day.

OMAHA, Neb., Aug. 5.—Govern- 
ors and other representatives of 
the nine Missouri River basin 
states will continue deliberations 


here tomorrow, hoping to agree on 
a policy with respect to the Pick 


Plan for flood control and the 
nine-foot navigation channel on 
the Missouri, both of which are 
provided for in two bills passed by 
the House and now pending in the 
Senate, 

It is possible a compromise will 
be reached between the extremists 
on the one side who have opposed 
the river legislation unless it con- 
tains the so-called O’Mahoney 
amendment giving preference to 
water for irrigation in the arid 
states of the upper valley and 
those on the other side who have 
insisted on enactment of the Pick 
pian and the navigatioaf provision 
without amendment, 


Agreement by the Governors, 
through their Missouri River 
States’ Committee, on the terms 
of a substitute amendment which 
would satisfy both irrigation and 
navigation interests probably 
would go far toward assuring 
Senate passage of the two bills— 
the Flood Control bill and the 
Rivers and Harbors bill. 

Progress Reported, 

A basis of agreement had not 
been reached when the conference 
adjourned tonight, but Gov. Mer- 
rel} Q. Sharpe of South Dakota, 
chairman, said progress toward an 
understanding had been made. He 
was hopeful that out of the con- 
ference would come a statement 
or declaration which could be pre- 
sented to the Senate as the unani- 
mous view of the Missouri River 
States’ Committee. 

If such agreement is reached it 
probably will call for modification 
of the Pick Plan so as to inte- 
grate with it some of the water 
control projects recommended by 
the Bureau of Reclamation, or to 
leave the way open for inclusion 
of such projects. The Army en- 
ginieers, who sponsored the Pick 
Plan, have said they have no ob- 
jection to the greater part of the 
program proposed by the Reclama- 
tion Bureau. 

Enough Water for Both. 

Gov. Sharpe said tonight that 


the Tennessee Valley Authority is 
ihe solution of the problem. 

In his opening statement to the 
conference, Gov. Sharpe said: 
“If we don’t get together and 
show that we can solve this prob- 
lem, then the Federal government 
will do it.. That is how the TVA 
got started; simply to do a job 
that no other agency seemed to 
be able to do.” 

He added that in his opinion 

75 per cent of the people in the 
valley are opposed to a TVA type 
of authority for the Missouri 
River basin. 
He proposed that the Gover- 
nors of the nine states now rep- 
resented on the Missouri River 
States’ Committee should ask their 
Legislatures to sanction the com- 
mittee officially as an interstate 
agency — “as our own Missouri 
Valley Authority.” 

Griswold For Facing Issues. 
Gov. Dwight Griswold of Ne- 
braska also made a plea for unity. 
“It is absolutely necessary,” he 
said, “for us to face the issues 
involved and leave this meeting 
with concrete plans for action.” 
Both he and Gov. Sharpe pointed 
out that it is a long and involved 
process to advance river legisla- 
tion to the point the pending bills 
have now reached in the Senate. 
Defeat of these bills now, they 
said, might mean that a Federal 
flood prevention plan for the 
Missouri River might not be fa- 
vorably considered in Congress 
again for four or five years, and 
certainly that a great Missouri 
Valley improvement plan would 
not be ready as a postwar project. 

Missouri’s Representatives. 
Representing Missouri at the 
meeting were Gov. Forrest C, Don- 
nell, R. E. Duffy, chief engineer of 
the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission, and Lachlan MacLeay, 
president of the Mississippi Valley 
Association.

NEW YORK, Aug. 5 (AP).— 
The stock market today stepped 
out of a losing week with low- 
priced motors again boiling and 
numerous leaders suffering from 
mild selling. 

The list did fairly well from 
Monday to Thursday as accounts 
were reinstated on a _ restricted 
basis by those who figured the 


previous reaction had served as a 
healthy correction of the lengthy 
forward drive. Trends then began 
to waver when customers reacted 
to the record heat wave by trim- 
ming or shelving commitments 
and leaving for an extended week 
end, 
Trend During Week. 

From Thursday on caution was 
the watchword because of the on- 
ward sweep of the Allies in Europe 
and the thought that, if the Hit- 
lerites should collapse suddenly, 
similar repercussions which fol- 
lowed the downfall of Mussolini 
might hit markets. The safety 
zone then became more attractive 
and liquidation Friday was the 
most urgent in two weeeks with 
activity topping the milli@m-share 
level for the first time since July 
24. Although there was a little 
more optimism regarding recon- 
version steps likely to be taken by 
Washington, . skeptics here were 
sufficiently numerous to stem any 
real rallying effort, 

Pivotals stiffened in spots today 
without getting anywhere on bal- 
ance and, as in the previous 
session, junior automotive issues 
quoted at under $10 accounted for 
more than one-quarter of the two- 
hour turnover of 463,130 shares 
compared with 231,260 a week. 

The week's volume was 4,503,950 
shares, compared with 4,153,128 
the preceding week and 4,730,140 
the corresponding week last year. 

The Associated Press 60-stock 
average was off .1 of a point at 
54.2 and for the six-day stretch 
showed a loss of 5. The Dow- 
Jones average of 65 stocks at 51.96 
was off .04 of a point for the day 
4 on the week.

ANADA as a nation at war 
C has hidden her light under 

the proverbial bushel as far 
as American knowledge of her 
mighty performance has been 
concerned. True it is that Can- 
ada is a nation whose territory 
is some 57,000 square miles 
greater in extent than that of 
the United States including 
Alaska. Yet her widely scat- 
tered population embraces few- 
er than 12,000,000 citizens for 
which reason, where that sta- 
tistical fact has been recog- 
nized, her achievements have 
evoked the awe and admira- 
tion of peoples friendly to the 
United Nations’ cause, through- 
out the world. 

Canada to date, in the three 
branches of her fighting serv- 
ices, her Army, Navy and Air 
Force, has suffered casualties 
which total 37,673. Her dead of 
the Army as of May 31, num- 
bered 6793; of the Navy, 1146; 
of the Air Force, 9083. Only 
eight members of Royal Ca- 
nadian naval personnel permit- 
ted themselves to become pris- 
oners-of-war but prisoners of 
the other two _ services, the 
Army and the Air Force, were 
estimated as of May 31 as hav- 
ing reached a total of 5108. 
Wounded, injured and missing 
make up the total of 37,673. 

Canada’s three fighting serv- 
ices have reached a total war 
strength of 761,000 men and 
women, Her Army personnel

Canada attained the peak of

Of Man’s Imperfectibility 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Poe once wrote: “I have no faith in 
human perfectibility. I think that hu- 
man exertion will have no appreciable 
effect upon humanity. Man is now only 
more active, not more happy, nor more 
wise, than he was 6000 years ago, The 
result will never vary.” 

Compare this with Rousseau: 

“We may admire society as much 
as we please; it will be none the less 
true that it necessarily leads men to 
hate each other in proportion as their 
interests clash, There is not a nation 
which does not rejoice at the disasters 
that befall its neighbors.” 

I am particularly impressed by the 
last paragraph quoted above when I 
read the war news. We all rejoice at 
the disasters which befall our enemy 
nations, usually minimizing our own. 
Moreover, a feeling of jealousy, even 
hate, is aroused when one of the Allied 
nations appears more powerful in com- 
bat, as, for instance, Russia. Compared 
with England and the United States, 
Russia is seemingly more powerful, 
more successful in the strategy of war. 

While there is a superficial feeling 
of satisfaction about this, there is a 
fundamental undercurrent of jealousy, a 
fear that in the postwar world our in- 
terests will clash, that Russia will 
emerge as a dominant world power, thus 
renewing the hatreds which : existed 
prior to the war, and which will ad- 
vance us no further in the interests of 
an enduring peace.

Prologue in St. Louis 


Miracles are as rare in politics as elsewhere, 
In acclaiming the result of his conference with 
the 25 other Republican Governors on Federal- 
state relations as a miracle, Gov. Dewey raises 
great doubts about his understanding of words. 

No miracle, no shining prodigious thing, came 
out of the St. Louis meeting. The declaration 
it produced is merely a second prologue as the 
party platform is the first, a list of subjects that 
may be developed in the subsequent appeal for 
votes. The mountain has labored and brought 
forth a document which a journeyman political 
writer could have written in eight hours with 
only the Republican platform to guide him. 

Three conditions conspired to make the report 
the thin accomplishment that it is. First, the 
occasion demanded unanimity in spite of yawn- 
ing divisions among the states whence the Gov- 
ernors came and where their political fences 
must be kept in repair. Second, the Gover- 
nors had to yield to the hard fact that Federal- 
state relations are not devils and angels con- 
tending, but subtle, elusive, ever-changing bal- 
ances achieved and worth discussing not in the 
abstract but in specific local instances. Third, 
they were also forced to recognize that the states 
do need and will not refuse aid from the Govern- 
ment—financial aid. 

The necessity of unanimous agreement result- 
ed time and again in statements so general that 
Democrats would freely accept them, for the ref- 
erences to their shortcomings in office are most- 
ly ceremonial interpolations that could be re- 
moved without affecting essential conclusions, 
The Governors rest their main hope of postwar 
jobs on an “enterprise system.” The word “pri- 
vate” is avoided. Thus, they leave way for “en- 
terprise” to manifest itself as either a New Jer- 
sey factory or a Missouri Valley Authority. 

The same phenomenon is even more marked in 
a declaration that Federal aid to highways should 
be distributed “equitably” among the states. All 
Americans are for equity, but there is disagree- 
ment—sharp, militant disagreement—among these 
same Governors over what equity is. States with 
concentrated population are all-out for one kind 
of formula to match Federal aid with state con- 
tributions; sparsely populated states in the West 
want an entirely different kind. 

. ” . 

It is perhaps this same desire for unanimity 
that produced passages which seem to indorse the 
Deity and condemn the devil in the manner Mr. 
Coolidge knew so well. Thus, “only through ever- 
increasing production can there be steady and 
lasting improvement of the standards of living 
for all.” “People buy life insurance to protect 
their families: they buy fire insurance to protect 
their homes and businesses.” “In the evolution 
from war to peatetime production, small business 
must: be fully and adequately encouraged and 
protected.” (A proper ritual gesture, this last; 
but how to do it? No hint is. given.) 

In addition to such proclamations of obvious 
fact and universal belief, there does remain a 
residue of disagreement between the Republican 
front and the New Deal. Insurance, the Gov- 
ernors hold, should be regulated by the states 
alone. (This means that the G. O. P. agrees with 
the insurance lobby that insurance companies, 
unlike other businesses, should not be subject to 
the Sherman Act. A recent Supreme Court deci- 
sion held to the contrary.) They want the na- 
tional employment service taken apart and re- 
turned to the states as soon as conditions per- 
mit. They want a minimum of Federal partici- 
pation in the farmer’s economic salvation— 


though this last will not square with their dec- 
laration for “Federal responsibility to assure 
economic stability and equality with labor and 
business ... through disposition of surpluses and 
assurances of fair market prices,” which would 
require heavy Federal participation and firm con- 
trol, too. 

The Governors had to recognize the interde- 
pendence of the Federal and state governments. 
The former must not be “grasping for power,” 
the latter must avoid “stubborn resistance.” The 
sentiment is admirable but, by itself, not very 
moving. It is no surprise that the Governors then 
proceeded to charge that the Federal Government 
is grasping. But it falls flat, as unsupported gen- 
eralizations must. Examples, examples, exam- 
ples are the only way to get people warm over 
such propositions—and they are lacking. After 
nearly six weeks, the debate is no further along 
than the party platform. 

The need of Federal money, which is the third 
difficulty the conferees faced, gets little explicit 
mention, It is implicit, however, in the repeated 
references to “co-operation.” If the Governors 
were prepared to carry states’ rights to a logical 
conclusion, they would spurn the Government’s 
money and not worry about co-operativeness or 
its absence. Instead, as William Allen White 
remarked, their milk pans are out to catch the 
New Deal dew. 

a * we 

At two points, the Governors do seem to sug- 
gest that the Government should pay out with no 
strings attached. If public works need Federal 
aid, they said, the grants should be made “with- 
out conditions which invade the authority of the 
state or local government.” By this standard, 
every contract is an invasion of the parties’ rights 
in that each concedes something to the other; 
yet our system of government and economic life 
is founded on contracts and could not survive 
without them. Again, declaring for state and 
local administration of public welfare, they seem 
to ask for unconditional gifts from the Treas- 
ury when the recipient government “has unusual 
burdens or is itself in financial difficulties.” 

There ig a temptation to say that the Governors 
would like to call the tune without paying the 
piper. Their tone is not quite that, but they bare- 
ly miss it; they leave a big doubt behind. 

Thus, the conference has not greatly advanced 
enlightenment or stimulated public thinking. Nor 
has it created much strong political medicine. 

Nevertheless, it would be a bad mistake to con- 
clude that the conference has not satisfied Gov. 
Dewey's hopes. He hoped, in the first place, to 
dramatize the fact that 26 states are now gov- 
erned by Republicans, to create a popular im- 
pression that “the trend is Republican.” He also 
hoped that bringing the Governors together would 
spur them to greater efforts than they might 
otherwise give to the national ticket in Novem- 
ber. State officials are primarily concerned with 
state politics, sometimes to the detriment of their 
party’s national aims. If Dewey’s associates 
liked him, he has gained valuable support in 
places where it counts. 

And last, this was an opportunity for Dewey 
to show himself to the public as a scientist, a 
doctor of public administration, who would run 
the country with cool intelligence. He has been 
fostering that impression for some time, It is 
the kind of man he is. One does not expect an 
incandescent campaign from him, 

If he can make hig type of campaign prevail 
over the caliber of competition he faces, a polit- 
ical wonder will indeed have been wrought.

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A Lesson From PAC 


While the people yawned through Missouri's 
primary election, the CIO, representing a fraction 
of the people, was wide awake. Result, its 
choices all came through. True, other factors 
contributed to the results; the CIO’s Political 
Action Committee correctly describes itself as 
“only one horse in the McKittrick team” that 
defeated Senator Clark. And, in its short life, the 
committee has suffered a few setbacks. Neverthe- 
less, its record, in Missouri and elsewhere, is 
already impressive. 

The propriety of its activities will be argued 
for some time to come before the public can de- 
cide where the preponderance of merit lies. At 
this early date, however, it can be commended 
for one major educational accomplishment. It 
has proved that intelligent and determined new- 
comers, though they be a small minority, can 
become a force in politics, 

Up to now, at least, it is hard to find the PAC 
more reprehensible than certain other political 
pressure institutions—John L. Lewis’ Mine Work- 
ers, for example, and wealthy propaganda or- 
ganizations such as the defunct American Liberty 
League. The crucial question is whether it is 
sound law and good public policy to let any or- 
ganization levy on its members for partisan polit- 
ical activity. If the answer is No, then PAC 
may reasonably ask for some other liquidations, 
too. 

It is, of course, dangerous for any special in- 
terest to become too powerful at the polls—but 
dangerous in a different sense from what Dies 
and Clark mean. It is dangerous in the same way 
that politics dominated by professional politicians 
is dangerous. 

The only real remedy against that danger is 
for a great many more people to vote simply as 
free Americans—which would confound the pro-

fessionals and outweigh the influence of highly 
organized minorities, such as the PAC, In any 
event, people who cannot be bothered to vote 
are in a poor position to cry against the danger,

More Than a “Small Clique” 


According to Hitler, the plot to take his life 
was hatched by “an extremely small clique of 
ambitious, unscrupuloug and at the same time 
foolish, criminally stupid officers.” 

Now, after the execution or suicide of the sup- 
posed ringleaders, official Berlin broadcasts name 
23 officers, ranging down to the ranks of Cap- 
tain and Lieutenant, as having been involved. 
More than half of them had not been mentioned 
before in connection with the plot, and Berlin 
reports the purge is proceeding. 

This makes it appear that considerably more 
than “an extremely small clique” was implicated, 
If the conspiracy runs as far through the officer 
corps as Berlin itself says, it is safe to say that 
its last shot hag not been fired.

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Praise for a Franco Minister 

An expression of condolence from the United 
States to a friendly or a neutral government 
(even a pretended neutral) on the death of its 
Foreign Minister is in order. But why did the 
State Department also issue an official statement 
on the late Gen. Jordana of Spain expressing its 
“great regret” and recounting actions of his that 
were accounted friendly to our Government? 

Jordana is the Spanish official who sent a mes- 
sage of congratulation to Jose P. Laurel, the 
Philippine quisling, when the Japs set up his 
puppet regime last October. The State Depart- 
ment did not consider that a friendly action, but 
protested to Spain. 

Jordana was a monarchist. Ag Franco's For- 
eign Minister during the Spanish Civil War, he 
was on good terms with the Axis Harold 
Denny of the New York Times in a laudatory 
article about Jordana last January said he “is a 
gentleman and has statesmanlike qualities,” and 
concluded, “but he is wholly loyal to Gen. Franco.” 

Gen. Franco hag shown himself on many occa- 
sions to be a Nazi stooge. The Falange, or Span- 
ish Fascist party, has engaged in espionage and 
sedition in the Western Hemisphere. Our Govern- 
ment imposed an economic blockade on Franco 
Spain, then resumed trade relations with strict 
requirements of future good behavior. 

Why is it now necessary to go beyond the for- 
malities and lavish praise upon a Foreign Min- 
ister who did Franco’s bidding?

LONDON, 
No one can watch the spectacle of Nazi 
disintegration without seeing that, despite 
the great fighting qualities of the German 
people, the power of these gangsters has 
entered the last phase. 


It is obvious that there is a deep schism 
between party and army. It is obvious also 
that the power of the Nazis to retain au- 
thority rests now on the inertia of the 
masses. It is no difficult prophecy to pre- 
dict that the period is coming when the 
inertia will be broken by defeat, 


The swift Soviet advance, the solid prog- 
ress in Italy, the Anglo-American push in 
Normandy—all are a prelude to the break- 
down of Nazism, It is clear that the Ger- 
mans are fighting with that stubborn brav- 
ery which has been their historic charac- 
teristic, but it is also clear that there is no 
element of warfare in which the superiority 
of the United Nations is not overwhelming. 


Defeat Is a Wedge 


I think it is the realization of. that su- 
periority which has driven a wedge between 
the Army and the Nazi party. The former 
is anxious to save what it can of the tradi- 
tional Germany it represents. But the Gen- 
erals realize that they cannot save the tra- 
ditional Germany except by getting rid of 
Hitler and his gang. That is why they 
sought to break the party by the assassina- 
tion of Hitler. 


There is a sense in which the Generals’ 
failure is almost more important than suc- 
cess. For by forcing Hitler to put himself 
in charge of all internal forces, they have 
made it inevitable that each man look with 
suspicion on his neighbor. 


The atmosphere will become more and 
more like a ghastly melodrama in which 
there will be no possibility of mutual trust. 
The historic army ie atm forget the suicide 
of Gen. Beck and the executions of his col- 
leagues; the party will always be looking 
over its shoulder for fear of conspirators 
in high places. 


No one can wage successful war in a 
background of this kind, For no one will 
know whom he can trust and what lies be- 
hind an order he is given. Hitler's despotism 
has entered the final phase, and I think it 
is reasonable to guess that there is not one 
of his gangster colleagues who feels safe 
without his gun at his side. The scene is 
coming to resemble one of those conflicts 
between gangs in which the outcome is 
inevitably the electric chair. 


For Appeal to Germans 


For us, a good deal turns upon the wis- 
dom with which we handle the situation. 
The worst thing we can do is to make the 
German masses feel that, even with the 
overthrow of Hitler, they have nothing for 
which to hope. Only next to that would 
be willingness on our part to settle with 
the Generals, since it would be folly be- 
yond repair to give the military tradition 
of Prussia a new lease on life. 

Our job is to make the ordinary German 
understand that he alone can save his 
country. We have, as it were, to compel 
him to make that revolution which he did 
not make a century ago. Unless we achieve 
this end, two things will happen, both whol- 
ly evil. 

First and most indefensible, we will lose 
thousands of our soldiers and airmen in 


France, Italy and Poland, as well as in the 
occupied countries where there is no fight- 
ing, whose lives we might save. Second, 
we will make the government of Germany, 
not rule by the-common people, but by the 
professional soldiers, aristocrats and big 
business men who since 1933, using Nazism 
as a facade behind which they have striven 
to increase their power, dreamed even of 
dominating the world, 


Where We Have Failed 


Our task is not only to break into pieces 
the Germany which accepted Hitler as its 
symbol, Our task is to build a sense of 
courage and confidence in the little man 
in Germany, to teach him that the demo- 
cratic way of life offers fulfillment far 
greater than he could receive from the 
Kaiser or the Fuehrer, 


From this aspect, I do not think we have 
done anything like as much as it was open 
to us to do. The Atlantic Charter is a poor 
kind of appeal. There was hope in Roose- 
velt’s Four Freedoms, but once the United 
States entered the war, they were silently 
interred. We have said nothing that would 
separate the German trade unionist, com- 
mon soldier, ordinary airman and man of 
the mercantile marine from his masters. 

On the contrary, a large part. of our 
propaganda has been devoted to telling ex- 
actly the men and women whose revolt we 
must look for that their defeat means the 
end of their hopes, Most of our speeches 
have had the effect of binding them to the 
very forces from which we ought to seek 
to separate them, 


Mistake of Bitter-Enders 


The utter folly we call “Vansittartism” 
has been given almost official status. That 
means war to the bitter end. It means po- 
litical failure on our part at precisely the 
moment when wisdom would proffer hope 
to the Germans who have been the hapless 
victims of the Hitler regime. 


It is easy, of course, to specialize in de- 
nunciation. It is almost as easy to threaten 
unknown disasters. But the essence of wise 
propaganda when the curtain rises on the 
fifth act of a drama is to shorten the play 
by dividing the forces employed upon the 
scene, 

The prospect of division is there. It is 
simply sanity to take advantage of it.

Merchant Seamen Are Heroes, 
Book on Their Ordeals Proves 


‘Nor Death Dismay,’’ by Samuel Duff MeCoy. (Mace 
millan Co., New York.) 

A week after Pearl Harbor, while the 
Japs were besieging Singapore, the mer- 
chant ship Exceller sailed from New York 
for Rangoon. Was she armed? Well, she 
had a new coat of gray paint, and her cap- 
tain had been given a revolver with & 
rounds of cartridges. Yes, she was armed. 
And two months later she discharged her 
cargo safely in India, 

The maiden ship, Zebulon B. Vance, 
was loaded with TNT and dispatched in a 
convoy to Murmansk. That was a rigorous 
initiation. For 50 days she battled North 
Atlantic storms, skirted floating mines and 
fought off enemy planes. Without time for 
horror, she watched while a torpedo struck 
her companion ship and sank it in W sec- 
onds. But she herself had beginner's luck. 
She managed to deposit those boxes of 
dynamite intact on the Russian wharves.

Mills was chief engineer of the Examelia 
until a German submarine got his ship near 
the Cape of Good Hope. He was rescued 
by a Dutch vessel, but the Nazis got that, 
too, 300 miles from Brazil. Things realy 
looked grim this time, because the only 
lifeboat that had room for him and 60 other 
survivors had a yard-long hole in its side.

The attempt to assassinate 
Hitler, and to replace the Nazi 
regime with a military govern- 
ment has been frustrated, at least 
temporarily. The effort of the 
German general staff to take 
control into its own hands, and 
to make its long-predicted bid for 
a negotiated peace, has been mo- 
mentarily checked by the Nazi 
leaders. 

But there can no longer be any 
doubt that the process of disin- 
tegration within Germany has 
commenced. The final collapse 
may be delayed or it may come 
with altogether unexpected rapid- 
ity. 

It would be unwise at this stage 
to draw too many parallels from 
the history of the German down- 
fall in the autumn of 1918. There 
are important differences  be- 
tween the internal structure of 
the Imperial Germany of the first 
World War and the Hitlerite Ger- 
many of today. It would, how- 
ever, be equally unwise to assume 
that the break-up of German re- 
sistance may not from now on 
take place at any given moment, 
and without much prior warning. 


Time to Take Stock. 


It would be expedient for public 
opinion in the United States—and 
for that matter in every one of

F it’s a question of war work or house work,” a St, Louis 
colonel remarked one day to his sister, “then to hell with 
And the converted sister and 999 other 


St. Louis women who feel much the same way, made it possible 
for the three millionth prisoner-of-war food package to leave the 
assembly line at the Red Cross Packing Center, 3501 South Broad- 


way, last Tuesday, one day less 
opened. 

From the roster of 1000, di- 
vided into 12 shifts, two daily 
for five days and one Tuesday 
and Friday nights, an average 
of 85 women man the volunteer 
production line, one of three in 


the United States, to help feed 
our own and Allied prisoners in 
enemy-occupied countries. The 
story of the work, hardships, 
courage and patriotism back of 
that line is packed with human 
interest. An imposing Honor 
Roll, a gift to the center, offers 
evidence that 700 of the women 
are mothers of war prisoners or 
have at least one member of 
their families in the armed serv- 
ices. 

They go to the center from all 
over the metropolitan area, Five 
of them drive from Salem, III., 
on an A gas ration card every 
Thursday. Another gets up at 4 
o'clock in the morning to do her 
washing so as to be on the as- 
Bembly line on time. Others 
leave the graveyard shift in a 
war plant at 8 o'clock, fortify 
themselves with a cup of coffee 
and are at the center for the 
9:15 starting bell. And some who 
had leisurely breakfasts in bed 
for years before the war, with a 
bridge or pitch game the high 
spot of most of their days, are 
working as hard as anybody. 
Even the recent street car strike 
failed to stop them. The first 
morning the shift was short, but 
by noon the plant was running 
full strength because wom- 
en who couldn’t get there any 
other way walked, some a dis- 
tance of miles,

ful, and 246 of them, each 
credited with 100 during the year 
the center has been operating, 
were rewarded for their faith- 
fulness at a striping ceremony 
Wednesday night in Moolah 
Temple.

OPPING the list for service

her hair out of her eyes, stands 
on a wooden box at the end of 
the line and unfolds dozens of 
flattened cartons faster than it 
takes to write this sentence. 

Then there is Mrs. Lottie Up- 
church, who has lost two of her 
five service men sons—one killed 
in Alaska, the other in the Pa- 
cific. A memorial service for one 
of them. was held in a church 
recently, with American Legion 
members filing by his flower- 
framed photograph and saluting 
the Stara and Stripes standing 
next to it. The next day Mrs. 
Upchurch was back on _ the 
prisoner-of-war packing line. 

Down at the center they point 
with pride to the names of Mrs. 
E. V. Moran and Miss Peggy 
Lorenzen on the Honor Roll. 
One of their sisters is a Wave, 
one of their brothers is in the 
Navy and four brothers are in 
the Army.

In January he wrote, “Have 
had Christmas and New Year’s, 
and the only deviation from rou- 
tine was a special Red Cross 
food package containing such 
treats as fruit cake and plum 
pudding. We were allowed up a 
bit late and rendered a whole 
repertoire of carols and fellow- 
ship songs. It felt great. My 
health is good and the Red Cross 
is a help and comfort.” 


Lt. Lashly, an attorney before 
the war, organized in his prison 
camp a quartet which expanded 
into an octet and later to a glee 
club. Though a little “home- 
spun,” it is a source of satisfac- 
tion, he wrote. Handicapped by 
the lack of law books, Lt. Lash- 
ly nevertheless gives instruction 
from memory in contracts, part- 
nerships and corporations. 


Volunteersinthe food packing 
center already have saved the

3 DEATH CAUSES INCREASED 
IN'43,HEALTH SPECIALIST SAYS 


Heart disease, cancer and cere- 
bral hemorrhage, as the causes of 
deaths of St. Louisans from Jan. 
1 through Dec. 31, 1943, showed 
a steady increase, Jesse B. La- 
| sater, deputy registrar of vital 
| statistics of the Division of Health, 
reported yesterday in a radio ad- 
'dress. However, Lasater added 
that it was encouraging to note | 
the decline in deaths from com- | 
municable diseases. 

Lasater observed in reporting 
data on causes of deaths that the 
total death rate in the city was 
14.8 persons for each 1000 resi- 
dents. He said that many non- 
residents of St. Louis who died 
in the city were included in the 
figure and added that the death 
rate for residents was 12.5 per- 
sons for each 1000 residents. 

Of particular interest, 
said, was the decline in deaths | 
_ from tuberculosis, which ranked 
| sixth in causes of deaths in 1933 
and eighth in 1943.

Hillbilly Poet of the Ozarks 


There'll Be Gay Time When Writers Gather at Her Home to "Cut a Rusty”

ROLLA, Mo., Aug. 5. 

AZEL DAGLEY HEAVIN is 
H: friend to all the world. A 

friend, especially, to all the 
writin’ hillbillys in the Ozarks, 
for she is one of them. One of 
the best of them, as any hillbilly 
will tell you, for they are loyal 
to their kind and “as thick as 
thieves,” as May Kennedy McCord 
always says. 

On a day in September the hill- 
billy writers will come to Hazel 
Heavin'’s house to “cut a rusty,” 
as it is called in the hills. It will 
be the annual meeting of the 
Gasconade Writers’ Guild, 
which Mrs. Heavin 1s president. 
There will be a gay welcome for 
all who come, A harvest home 
feast will be spread under the 
trees and poets will be as thick 
as autumn leaves, for the Gas- 
conaders are that kind of writers. 

The Gasconade Writers’ Guild 
was started in 1941 by Carl B. Ike 
of West Plains, most prolific of 
all the Ozarks poets, for the pur- 
pose, mainly, of preserving Ozarks 
lore and shaking the bushes to 
scare out into the open a lot of 
hidden hillbilly talent. When it 
comes to bush shaking, Mrs. 
Heavin is tops. For six years 
she has been filling a column in 
the Rolla Herald that she calls 
“Country Road.” She calls it her 
“outlet” and loves it and pours 
into it not only her homey phi- 
losophy and the poems that she 
creates, sometimes at the cost of 
her kitchen duties, but the hid- 
den» talent of others that she 
scares out of those bushes. 

Like most of the hillbilly poets, 
Mrs. Heavin’s writin’ talent just 
grew. It began when she was a 
child. The things that she wrote 
she hid from her parents because 
she didn’t want to be laughed at. 
She got over that after a while. 
Now she doesn’t give a hang. 
People who don’t know any bet- 
ter can laugh at her poems if 
they want to. She sings because 
she has a song in her heart. 

or 


IFE, says Mrs. Heavin, is the 

most beautiful thing in the 

world, even if her “little boy” is 
in the war at a Navy base, Every 
day is a new adventure. From her 
house on a hill she sends out 
over her “Country Road” folksy, 
down-to-earth, heart-to-heart talks 
to cheer up the wayfarers who 
might otherwise grow weary un- 
der the weight of the heartaches 
and the tears. She loves her 
newspaper column because 
through it she can speak in their 
own language to the plain people 
who live on other hills and in the 
valleys that lie between, the peo- 
ple who are most in need of 
cheer. She knows they are hun- 
gry for what she can give them 
because they write and tell her 
so and once in a while she gets a 
poem of poignant beauty from a 
little woman back in the hills and 
puts it in her column. That is 
what comes of shaking’ the 
bushes, 

Always, though, Mrs. Heavin is 
thrice blessed in giving more 
than she receives. It is not enough 
that she gives of herself in her 
column. She gives gladly and 
widely of the work of her hands. 
She told about that in her column 
one day: 

“This morning is rainy, dark 
and cold. But I’m sewing. Mak- 
ing aprons for my gift box. How 
many of you fill a gift box 
through the year as I do? It’s 
great fun, and those of you who 
have not enjoyed it have missed 
something. Last year my gift box 
went a-begging. But I feel better 
this year, thank heaven, and I’m 
filling my gift box against birth- 
days, Christmas, anniversaries, 
sunshine pals, neighborly gifts at 
just any old time, showers, and 
just impulsive giving from the 
heart of me. 

“There are times when I just 
have to give somebody some- 
thing. And it is the best feeling. 
Right now I have 48 crocheted

pot-holders in my gift box, several send Godsey of Hollister organized 


small Mexican sombreros for coat 
lapels, crocheted hat pincushions, 
lamp mats, curtain pulls, aprons, 
this-and-that, et cetera and sun- 
dry. Yesterday I made six aprons 
from feed and flour sacks, for 
you know this is wartime and we 
must give wartime gifts. 


“But we must give. Some- 
thing is amiss in life if we don’t. 
Anybody want a pair of my pot 
holders? All you have to do is 
say so. They’ll come to you from 
the heart. I love to give. But 
frankly, I don’t love giving unless 
my gifts are lived with and used. 
If anything kills myevery sou] it 
is to lovingly put stitches into a 
gift and then to have it poked 
away in some dark drawer and 
‘kept.’ That gets my eternal goat.” 
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HERE never was a time when 

Mrs. Heavin wasn’t a hillbilly 

and proud of it. Her daddy was 
the grandest old hillbilly that ever 
lived. And Granddaddy, what a 
man! He could cut a rusty when 
he was 100 years old. And then 
there was Samuel A. Harrison, her 
husband's grandfather. He was a 
Confederate veteran and shortly 
before he died, at the age of 99, 
she took him to,the national ceme- 
tery at Springfield. He stood be- 
fore the monument of Gen. Na- 
thaniel Lyons, Federal, and 
saluted, and then he saluted the 
monument of Gen, Sterling Price, 
Confederate. He came to the low 
wall that separates the Federal 
dead and the Confederate dead and 
said “That shouldn’t be _ there. 
We're all brothers now.” It made 
her cry. 


She is so proud of her hillbilly 
ancestors that once, when she was 
visiting down east and a woman 
asked her what a hillbilly was like 
she said “Take a good look at me, 
I’m a hillbilly.” 

The hillbilly writers are as 
thick as thieves all right, but once 
in a while they get into a rookus 
over some disputed point of hill- 
billy lore. Like when Mayor Town- 
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the Ancient Order of Groundhog 
Watchers and set Feb. 2 as the 
day to watch. Mrs. Heavin wrote 
a piece about it. Vance Randolph 
of Galena read it and threw a fit. 
Didn't Hazel know that the true 
groundhog day was Feb. 14? Well, 
it was, as any 70-year-old up Rolla 
way could tell her. He as good as 
dared her to go to town and ask 
the first oldtimer who came along. 

That burned Hazel up. In put- 
ting Randolph in his place she 
dished up the dialect: 

“Vance, my boy, I can go you 
several bettern’ askin’ 70-year-old 
children. When I go out for in- 
formation I ask fellers old enough 
to know.” 

She didn’t have to ask anybody 
because she had it from her own 
old folks that it was Feb. 2, but 
just to humor him she did ask six 
or seven patriarchs that she met 
on the streets of Rolla and they 
all said it was Feb, 2, of course! 
So, said Hazel: 

“Me and my gang of oldtimers 
is a-stickin’ to our raisin’, We was 
fetched up to have it that way. 
Don’t tell me us Phelps Countians 
don’t know about the lore of the 
Ozarks. There are a lot of things 
that we don’t know, but ground- 
hog day ain’t among ‘’em.” 
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Mrs. Heavin, that 
doesn’t run after them. They chase

How Ma Made Pa 
Mind His Manners

OW did Ma get Pa to change into his Sunday suit to go out 

H to dinner at the Jones’ back in 1885? And how could she be 
sure that he wouldn’t pour his coffee into his saucer to cool 

it at the dinner table? If Ma was smart, as she probably was, she 

fetched down the family copy of 

the “Encyclopaedia of Business 

and Social Forms” and sternly in- 

structed Pa as to his duties. The 

book, which I found while clean- 

ing out the attic the other day, is 

a massive volume, containing 872 

pages, and published by one James 

D. McCabe in Chicago in 1881. Mc- 

Cabe was the Emily Post of his 

era, but he went much farther 

than Emily. His book gave all the 

answers. President Arthur could 

consult McCabe’s Encyclopaedia 

to find out how many levees he 

was expected to hold during the 

winter season; or the prairie 

farmer could look on page 222 and 

find out the number of rails, 

stakes and riders required for 

each 10 rods of fence, or the num- 

ber of loads of manure required 

for each acre, The encyclopaedia 

contains authoritative instructions for meeting every emergency from 

dismissing an unwanted suitor to how to collect a debt. It is a 

five-foot bookshelf in itself, containing a complete course in the 

theory and practice of bookkeeping, as well as a treatise on the 

“language and sentiment of flowers.” It was Ma who made the 

greatest use of the Encyclopaedia. Ma would find in it not only 

the Laws of Etiquette and Good Society, but the Art of Making 

Home Happy, as well as tips on how to keep Pa in line.

@ ETIQUETTE WAS MORE EXACT AND FORMAL in the 1880's 
than it is today. Ma had to be careful to not overstep the bounds 
of propriety and gentility. Pa was, no doubt, a little more ready 
to adopt the free and easy customs of the new West, was more 
interested in county elections and the price of cattle than he was 
in the proper dress required for a gentleman at the opera. But 
we can imagine Ma reading the Encyclodaedia avidly, storing up 
information to govern her own conduct and Pa’s. If Ma were going 
to take a journey from the small town upstate where she lived to 
visited her sister in St. Louis, the Etiquette of Traveling told her 
everything she needed to know, including the tip to avoid display- 
ing the family jewels, “for the principal lines of travel are infested 
with pickpockets and thieves.” If Pa could not accompany Ma on 
her travels, she would be careful to avoid making acquaintances, 
even of her own sex. But it was Ma’s responsibility to Mok out 
for younger or less experienced members of her sex, to see “that 
they are not made the dupes of villains, and to pass a pleasant word 
with others who may possibly feel the loneliness of their situation.”

Ma’s journeys were rare, however, and it was for more 
ordinary occasions that she needed the assistance of the En- 
cyclopaedia, Ma would be able to help at a church fair with 
the utmost confidence after studying the Etiquette of Fairs. 
“Ladies should not use unfair or unladylike means to sell 
their wares,” the author stated. “Do not importune a gentie- 
man to buy of you; and do not charge an extortionate price 
for a trifling article.” The mercenary touch creeps in, 
however: “A lady may accept any donation: of money « 
gentleman may wish to make at her table. The gift is to 
charity, not to her; and the gentlemen pays her a delicate 
compliment in making her the means of increasing the re- 
ceipts of the fair.” 
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@ PICNICS WERE A FAVORITE PASTIME of the gaslight era, 
but lacked the informality of the present-day wienie roast. “Send 
out invitations to a picnic at least two weeks in advance,” Ma was 
cautioned. “Let them be either verbal or in writing. The latter 
is the better plan.” Nothing was left to chance in planning the 
picnic. “Provide an abundance of refreshments—both eatables and 
drinks. Do nothing in a niggardly manner. ,. .. Provide transpor- 
tation for your guests to the appointed place. It is better and mer- 
rier that all should meet at some designated place, such as your 
house, the railroad depot, the steamboat landing, and proceed in «a 
body to the place. Should the excursion be made in carriages, let 
let them be covered, as rain must be guarded against. A long, room 
omnibus is one of the best conveyances, as it keeps the party to- 
gether.” McCabe was a stern moralist and took no chances of a 
young couple wandering off alone in a buggy.

@ McCABE LEFT NOTHING TO THE IMAGINATION in his in- 
structions. “Eat with your mouth shut,” he said. “Never drink with 
the mouth full, it may lead to choking, which is unpardonable. Gen- 
tlemen wearing beard or mustache should be careful to use the table- 
napkin repeatedly, so that no particle of food, or drop of wine or 
gravy, be left adhering to the hair in an offensive way.” 
McCabe hinted that it was unwise for a dinner guest to 
partake too freely of the rich entrees served at formal dinners. 
“Over indulgence in entrees is apt to unfit one for enjoying the 
rest of the dinner,” he said. One wonders at this concern, for 
McCabe described a cozy little dinner of six courses. The dessert 
course itself was in three parts, an ice or pudding; cheese and 
“pulled bread,” and choice fruits. Ma's stays must have grown rather 
tight by the dessert course, but she was allowed one saving grace, 
since she could pass up the cheese. “As a rule only the gentlemen 
eat cheese, ladies declining to do so,” the author stated flatly.

There were two habits of Pa’s for which Ma had to take 
him severely to task, after studying the Encyclopaedia, Pa 
liked to smoke cigars, but Ma had authority for her dislike 
of the odor of tobacco, after reading that “It is best not te 
smoke at all in public, but none but a ruffian in grain will 
inflict upon society the odor of a bad cigar, or that of any 
kind on ladies.”

By this time 
Pa probably wished that Ma had never bought that copy of the 
Encyclopaedia. But to Ma it was a heaven-sent gift in every domestie 
crisis, ranking in authority second to the family Bible.

When a child sits at a table, 
playing with toys or dolls, there 
is much less load on the heart, 
so that organ obtains little exer- 
cise. Such a child develops like 
our tame rabbits without the vig- 
orous exercise which increases 
the development of cardiac 
muscle, 
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REMEMBER, TOO, that the 
daily presence of other children 
tends to promote more romping 
and wrestling.

VERY now and then someone 
writes of a strange attitude of 
formality which seemingly ex- 
ists between members of the same 
family. For example a bride tells 


me: 


“Ever since my husband brought 
me here almost a year ago, his 
relatives have all been cordial 
when we met, but they have never 
made any attempt to entertain me. 
Most of them have never been in 
my house because we have been in 
a state of upset for most of this 
time doing over the entire place 
The house is now in 
order and we are very proud of it 
and want to have a housewarm- 


ing. Could I invite the relatives, 
since they have not entertained 


me, or just our neighbors and the 
friends of my husband who have 
been kind? And just what is a 
housewarming? Also, please, how 


should the invitations be given?” 


First, then, about the relatives: 
Certainly invite them if you want 


to be friends, as I suppose you do, 


The fact that they have given no 
parties for you is utterly unimpor- 


tant, because many people never 
A housewarming is 
what its name implies—a welcome 
extended to those who have been 
friendly to you, to come and see 
you and your house—which should 
be open for inspection from attic 
to kitchen, and everyone invited to 
look as much ag they like.

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His Knowledge Amazed Professors 
but at His Death, at Age of 46, 
He Was an Obscure Clerk Who 
Shunned Jobs That Required Thinking.

BOSTON, Aug. 5. 


EW PEOPLE knew the true 
F story of William James Sidis. 

The former child prodigy, who 
at the age of 11 amazed Harvard 
mathematics professors with his 
original theories on the fourth di- 
mension and who died in Boston 
last month an obscure clerk at 46, 
led a pathetic life which was torn 
with curious heroisms and con- 
trasts. The grey-eyed, light-haired 
youth who had a phenomenal 
grasp of the principles of mathe- 
matics, physics and astronomy at 
the age of eight, and who at that 
time could speak fluent French, 
German, Russian, Greek, Latin, 
Armenian and Turkish, had been 
content for the last 25 years to 
live as a $15 to $25 a week clerk, 
punching adding machines so he 
wouldn’t be “required to think.” 

But that was not his entire life 
story. The omissions in that story 
were his actual life. There were 
reasons why he didn’t want to 
suffer the agonies of being a prod- 
igy after he left Harvard, and the 
man, even in his later years, with- 
drew more and more as society 
handed him only derision and 
jeers for the action he took. Sidis 
was born, as he once jokingly put 
it, on April Fool’s Day in 1898. 
Both his father and mother were 
physicians of Jewish descent who 
had been born in Russia. His 
father, Boris Sidis, was at work 
on his Harvard Ph.D. thesis, “The 
Psychology of Suggestion,” not 
long before the birth of his son, 
and later was known as a bril- 
liant lecturer of psychology at 
Harvard. He broke all records by 
obtaining his B.A. degree in ,one 
year, his M.A. the following, and 
his Ph.D, in the third year. 

At one time, Boris Sidis ran 
sanatoriums for mental cases on 
a farm at Portsmouth, N. H. In 
several of his seven books on psy- 
chology and nervous illnesses, he 
claimed to have effected the re- 
pair of mental disorders through 
the uncovering of latent anxieties 
or fears of the subconscious minds 
of his subjects while they were 
under hypnoidal influences. He 
died in 1923, and the mother now 
lives in New York. Sidis’ sister, 
an attractive, intelligent woman, 
teaches college sociology. The 
elder Sidis was a friend of the 
philosopher William James, after 
whom he named his son. Both be- 
lieved in a theory of “reserve en- 
ergy” which postulated that far 
less energy is utilized by the in- 
dividual than is actually at his 


disposal, 
T parents didn’t start training 

their children early enough in 
life. He felt that education should 
begin between the ages of two and 
three, and he accordingly began 
the training of his own son, even 
before he was two, with alphbetical 
blocks. The boy could speak, read 
and spell at the age of two. One 
day when he was about three and 
a half, William sat down to a 
typewriter and wrote a business 
letter to a man in New York ask- 
ing him for some toys. He ad- 
dressed the envelope correctly, 
and sealed the letter. When he 
was finished, he hopped off the 
chair and exclaimed in his shrill 
voice, “Mother, I feel as if I’m 100 
or 200 years old.” 

On his first day in school, when 
his teacher asked the six-year-old 
boy if he could read, he pulled a 
well-thumbed volume of Shakes- 
peare from his pocket and reeled 
off several passages with expres- 
sion. By noon, he had completed 
the first three grades of grammar 
school. At the age of five, he saw 
a physician’s skeleton in his attic, 
but, instead of being frightened, 
asked his mother some questions 
about it, following up the incident 
with a study of anatomy, and later 
wrote a treatise on it. He could 
pass the Harvard Medical exami- 
nation on anatomy at seven. It 
was at about this time that he

worked out a formula by which he 
could tell the exact day of the 
week on which any historical 
event had taken place for several 
thousand years back. 

William finished grammar 
school in six months, graduated 


from Brookline High School when 
he was eight, after he had helped 
his teachers correct papers in 
some of the math classes, and en- 
tered Tufts College after Harvard 
had refused him because of his 
youth. Although he was not a 
“lightning calculator” he had a 
phenomenal insight into general 
principles of mathematics. In 
1909, when he was 11, he was per- 
mitted to enroll at Harvard as a 
special student in graduate 
courses, He matriculated as a 
regular freshman the following 
year. Harvard found precedent 
for this, since Cotton Mather had 
become a Harvard freshman in 
1674 at the age of 12. 
eS

C he lectured to the mathematics 

professors, he dumfounded some 
of them, and an M. I. T. professor 
ventured to predict that Sidis 
would be a great mathematician, 
As he listened to professors lec- 
ture in Harvard's classrooms, his 
feet barely ft@uched the floor, 
From the tima he was 7 or 8, he 
read the mornifig newspaper every 
day in his om, pored over the 
contents and paid particular at- 
tention to news of political events. 
During the national campaign of 
1908, it was his custom to discuss 
its progress, the principles  in- 
volved and the probable outcome, 
not only with¢his father and 
mother, but with visitors. Often 
he wandered down to nearby 
stores in Brookline village for the 
express purpose of engaging store- 
keepers in a political discussion. 
And yet, had he lived until the 
Presidential election this year, 
friends said he would not have 
voted for either Roosevelt or 
Dewey or anyone. He had no use 
for politicians, although he had 
firm convictions about the social 
order, 

Although some persons have 
said the boy had no time for play, 
accounts say his room was lined 
with books on trigonometry, as- 
tronomy, physiology, interspersed 
with “Alice in Wonderland,” “An- 
dersen’s Fairy Tales,” and picture

books, and that he liked to play 
checkers, dominoes, to roll a hoop 
and to run and play marbles. The 
attitude of the father, in his writ- 
ings at least, was that a child 
would play as eagerly at the game 
of knowledge-acquisition as he 
would in “meaningless games and 
objectless silly sports.” He did 
not believe that “directing the 
course of the child’s energies,” as 
he expressed it, constituted an in- 
jury to the child’s mind, 

It has been speculated In some 
quarters that the elder Sidis ex- 
erted a degree of hypnotic control 
over the youth and that later it 
was withdrawn with injurious in- 
fluences on the boy. However, in 
a book which describes the edu- 
cational process which he claimed 
was responsible for the youth’s 


precocity, the father recommends 
that one should not play on the 
child’s subconscious sense by de- 
luding. him by means of hypnotic 
and post-hypnotic suggestion. 
Rather, he says, decrease the 
child's suggestibility by arousing 
the critical faculties in him.

A youth of 16, and by that time 
wearing long trousers and a high 
collar, William graduated with the 
Harvard Class of 1914 with a B. 
A. degree. Sidis shunned respon- 
sibility. He wanted’ to be an en- 
tirely free agent, to work at some- 
thing that required little thought, 
and when he was finished with his 
work, to be allowed to evolve his 
own independent thoughts. When 
interviewed on graduation day he 
said, “I want to live the perfect 
life. The only way to live the 
perfect life is to live in seclusion, 
I have always hated crowds.” Too 
young to enter the Harvard Law 
School, he went to teach at a col- 
lege in Texas, but his fame, al- 
ways a source of dismay to him, 
had preceded him. He returned to 
Harvard to take up law, until the 
United States entered the war. 

It was at this time, apparently, 
that a great change of attitude 
gradually came over him, and he 
decided to enter a voluntary ob- 
scurity. Friends believe it was 
partly the shock of beginning to 
see the world with its poverty and 
injustices—after his years of 
sheltered, comfortable existence— 
and partly a rending revulsion 
against the pressures and notori- 
ety of his past. He simply reached 
the conviction that seeking ordi- 
nary worldly success—money and 
prestige—was much less import- 
ant that one’s individual liberty. 
In his last years he confided to a 
few friends that he had experi- 
enced an unhappy childhood. He 
was obsessed with resentment to- 
ward his father for the last 20 
years, at least, and felt he had 
been forced and exhibited unduly. 
On his father’s death in 1923, he 
refused any ailowance from the 
estate, and did not attend his

funeral. His mother said recent- 
ly, on the other hand, that all 
during his youth the family re- 
lationships and the loves ex- 
pressed were almost idyllic. 
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AY DAY riots In Boston 
MM brouen Sidis into the fore of 

the news again in 1919. Actually 
the riot was noticed because Sidis 
was among those arrested on 
charges of carrying ared flaginan 
unorganized parade of persons who 
had attended a political meeting. 
In court he denied a policeman’s 
testimony that he had said, “To 
hell with the American Flag.” 
Asked about the Soviet form of 
government, Sidig said, “The gen- 
eral principle is that those who 
do socially useful work are to 
control the government and in- 
dustries of the country.” The 
youth said he believed in what the 
American flag stood for “in cer- 
tain ways,” and that he believed 
in the American form of govern- 
ment to the extent of the Declara- 
tion of Independence. He was 
released in $5,000 bail and the 
charge against him was finally 
dropped. 

After the May day flurry, he 
lived in oscurity until a New 
York reporter found him working 
in an office on Wall Street at a 
$23 per week job. He was dis- 
mayed at being discovered, and 
Said that all he wanted was to 
make just enough to live on and 
to work at something that re- 
quired a minimum of mental ef- 
fort.

publishing company there, he pub- 
lished at his own expense a book 
on the hobby of collecting street 
car transfers of which he had a 
large collection. The transfers 
meant more to him than slips of 
paper, for he had an enormous 
amount of knowledge about trans- 
it systems) 

In 1925, the R. G. Badger com- 
pany of Boston, which had pub- 
lished almost all his father’s 
books, printed a book by the 
younger Sidis—the introduction 
was written in 1920—called “The 
Animate and Inanimate.” It was 
a theoretical examination of the 
second law of thermodynamics, 
and apparently was intended to 
give support to the principle of 
reserve energy which his father 
and James had propounded. The 
book, as the young author ex- 
plained, is based on the idea of 
the reversibility of everything in 
time, that is, that every type of 
process has its time image, a cor- 
responding process which is its 
exact reverse with respect to 
time. Though written with clear 
logic, it employes language far 
above the head of a layman.

ROM the late twenties until the 

time he died, the prodigy worked 

in different offices in clerking 
positions in New York and Boston. 
For four years he did research 
and calculating work for a Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology 
professor, and in 1939 passed a 
Massachusetts civil service exam- 
ination, and was appointed a jun- 
lor clerk at $75 a month. Once 
he was hired by the Eastern Mas- 
sachusetts Street Railway Com- 
pany, and officials thought all 
their problems of statistics and 
track layouts were solved. Offi- 
cials, who had piled his desk hich 
with blueprints and charts of sta- 
tistics, came back an hour later 
and found him weeping. Figures 
made him i'!, he told them, and 
he left his job. 

Sidis was convinced he could 
not get a job on his own merit 
though he often did. He knew 
he cut a strange figure with his« 
large body and baggy clothes and 
often had friends intercede for 
him to have them explain his 
abilities and sensibilities. He never 
seemed to want more than $25 a 
week, and asked employers not to 
give him more. His last position 
was with an actuarial research 
company. He was to have begun 
work with a chain of department 
stores the day he died. He was 
scrupulous with his money. Once 
in a while he borrowed. but only 
on a friend's insistence. and he 
always paid it back when he said 
he would, 

To his few friends, he was con- 
vivial, a marvelous talker Aft 
times he was even boisterous and 
humorous. Although he is said to 
have feared dogs when he was 
young, he played amiably with 
those of his friends, and he loved 
to tell stories to children. His 
landlady, in whose house he had 
lived for the past four years in 
Brookline, near the scene of his 
childhood days, said he was a quiet 
man, extremely polite, who neither 
drank nor smoked. He rarely 
opened a conversation with people 
who weren't close friends. For a 
time, he wrote anecdotes on Bos- 
ton for a Boston magazine. and 
had constructed a code language 
which he claimed could never be 
decoded without a key. 

At 46, he was a large and heavy 
man. He was not a neat dresser, 
and when he went out for a walk, 
which he did often, he wore either 
& cap or no hat at all. During the 
last several months he seemed to 
have difficulty in breathing, es 
pecially when he walked up stairs, 
and died of a type of shock ap 
parently induced by high blood 
pressure and heart trouble. His 
father died the same way, his 
mother said. He was in the hos- 
pital for four days in a coma, and 
although his eyes were open and 
clear, he could not talk. Both his 
mother and his only sister were 
at his bedside at the time of his 
death. 
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N private life, Sidis regarded 

himself as a one-man cause—for 

the liberty of the individual. Dur- 
ing the last six years of his life. 
he wrote and edited a monthly 
news-pamphilet which he circu- 
lated among his friends. In it he 
expounded his theory of social 
continuity which demonstrated 
the effects of geography and en- 
vironment social customs and 
mores of the present, and he wrote 
in the cause of individual liberty. 

Often he sat >> until three and 
four in the morning typing furt- 
ously. About a quarter of a trunk 
full of manuscripts were found tn 
his trunk at the time of his death. 
He had written a long mimeo 
graphed “book” called “The Tribes 
and the States,” which was an ex- 
tensive study of Indian social or- 
ganization. At the time of his 
death he was writing a book called 
““eace Paths.” 

A rebel against all kinds of au- 
thority, and particularly personal 
and governmental authority, he 
objected to the enormous power 
vested in certain small groups, 
and did not approve of the Soviet 
now as he had in 1919. 

An extremely sensitive man, he 
apparently had no taste for music 
or painting, but was quite con- 
scious of the startling impression 
he created when he walked down 
the street, a fat brief case under 
his arm, filled with pamphlets, 
manuscripts, and letters of his 
own writing. 

A lawyer friend, in whom he 
confided after his father’s death, 
felt that if only someone had 
guided Sidis sympathetically so 
that he could have made use of 
his remarkable mental capacities, 
the world would have benefited 
greatly. 

His friends see his life story as 
a sad indictment of a society not 
organized to bring out the fullest 
in a man of his nature, while the 
world saw him as a strange type 
of “failure,” who wanted to be 
ordinary. His uncompromising 
honesty was at once his higheat 
virtue and the most tragic hin- 
drance to hig worldly career.

Wins Studio Freedom, 
But Can't Get Work

LIVIA DE HAVILLAND, one of the finest actresses of the 
Q() ee finds herself in the peculiar position of being a free 
agent, wanted by all studios and yet unable to get a job.

(CONTINUED OVER)

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25,000 workers, mostly women, recruited to help re- 
move tassels from Illinois’ 84,000 acrés of hybrid seed 
corn. Eight women were needed for each machine. 


OME 25,000 emergency farm workers were aiding the 
S war effort on an 84,000-acre front in Illinois last week. 
They were detasseling hybrid corn for seed for next 
spring’s planting. More than two-thirds of them were 
women. Nucleus of the feminine food front fighters was the 
Women’s Land Army of the War Food Administration and 
its junior group, the Victory Farm Volunteers. Those or- 
ganizations enlisted stenographers, teachers, students, serv- 
icerhen's wives, other women and girls for assignment to 
emergency farm jobs on vacations or in spare time. Thou- 
sands more were recruited by farm groups, employment 
and other agencies for a gigantic task in which speed and 
timing were vital; delay might cut the 1945 corn crop by 
millions:of bushels. Women's Land Army recruits in past 
years had shown women were efficient replacements for 
men at lopping tassels from stalks to control pollination. 
Corn is detasseled to assure its being crossed by pollen 
se a different strain, and prevent self-pollination. 
assels are pulled from stalks that are to bear hybrid seed, 
but are left on stalks of different strain, with which de- 
tasseled corn is to be crossed. Pollen from tasseled strain 
a ears of detasseled strain, and hybrid grain results.
